later put it in its accustomed place, 
where it has rem ained ever since

wna opened and bis G ettysburg Times 
badly m utilated, evidently the work 
of some one holding a petty spits.

The President Believes Annual Trips 


to Canal W ill Have Wholesome Ef­ 


fect on W orking Force — Doll Ivor 


H as Bill to Prevent W atering of 


Stocks. 


Sacram ento, Cal., O c t 5.— W ith a 
large part of the present 13,000-mile 
trip still ahead of him. President T aft 
Is figuring on the possibility of a run 
down to the isthm us of Panam a and 
back during the three w eeks’ Christ­ 
mas recess of congress. The president 
is m aking plans, too, for a trip to 
A laska next summer. 
The trip to Panam a w ill depend al­ 
together on Mrs. T a ft’s health. 
Re­ 
ports from B everly of her steady im ­ 
provement have delighted the presi­ 
dent, and he is looking forward to the 
sea voyage to the isthm us with her. 
The president intended to have Mrs. 
T aft accom pany him on his present 
western trip, but her health would not 
perm it 
When he visted Panam a last spring 
he announced that it would be his pol­ 
icy to make a trip to the isthm us once 
a year. He added that he wanted first­ 
hand information on the progress of 
events there, and that he believed a 
visit by the executive to have a most 
wholesome 
effect 
upon 
the 
canal's 
working force. 
He had originally included A laska in 
his present jaunt, but the late adjourn­ 
ment of congress forced him to cut it 
o u t 
He wishes to see the territory 
with his own eyes before recom mend­ 
ing legislation in regard to its govern­ 
ment. 
Next to the president’s tariff 
speech, his A laska program has prob 
ably aroused the most antagonism of 
anything on his trip. 
Many persons in the Pacific coast 
states 
have 
business 
interests 
in 
Alaska, and many more have relatives 
who have settled in that country. T he 
latter 
are 
ruffled at the president’s 
characterization of A laska’s population 
as nomadic and unfit for self-govern­ 
m ent They argue that the mining-town 
populations in A laska are no more 
lacking in the Qualifications necessary 
for 
self-governm ent 
than 
were 
the 
miners of California and other mineral 
sections of the west that have devel­ 
oped into great com m onwealths 
The Pacific coast people who are op 
posed to the president’s proposed gov­ 
ernment by commission in A laska say 
that is the form which the wealthy 
men of the territory w an t 
All of the 
common people of Alaska, it is assert­ 
ed. are demanding aelf-govem m ent 
The president’s friends are looking 
with some concern to his stay in San 
Francisco. 
The Republican party Is 
badly broken up there over the fight 
against graft, 
and the chances are 
that each of these factions w ill try to 
make hay from T aft’s visit. 
It was learned that United States 
Senator Dolliver. of Iowa has drawr 
a bill aim ing to prevent the watering 
of stocks br railroads which he will 
introduce in the 
com ing 
session of 
congn-ss. 
The president has already 
announc ed that he not only will recom­ 
mend such legislation in congress, but 
will also urge that no railroad be al­ 
lowed after a certain period to own 
stock in an y other road.

Alphabetical Writing. 
Undoubtedly the most im portant In­ 
vention in human history was that of 
the art of alphabetical writing.

first alphabet was devised by the Phoe­ 
nicians, 
who gave the idea to the 
Greeks.

A viator W as Greeted by W ild Cheer* 


From W arships and Banka of th* 


River W hen He Established • New 


Record Fo r Aeroplane*. 


New York, Oct. 5.—An aeroplane 
flashed past tho white dome of Grant’s 
tomb. then, turning gracefully in mid­ 
air over the waters of the Hudson, 
shot like a falcon back to Governor's 
Island, ten miles away. Wilbur Wright, * 
of Dayton, O., thus placed his name in 
the rank with Hudson and Fulton in 
one of the most spectacular feats In 
the history of aeronautics. 
Over the mass of warships, from 
whose decks the hoarse cheers of the \ 
sailors were borne up to him in his 
elevated seat, he 
flew 
for 
twenty I 
miles—ten miles up and ten miles 
back—remaining in the air for thirty- 
three minutes and thirty-three seconds 
and alighting at the aerodrome with­ 
out a mishap. 


Business Suspended During F lig h L 
During the flight business was prac­ 
tically at a standstill in all that part 
of Manhattan from which a view of 
his remarkable performance was avail­ 
able. 
Harbor craft shrieked their ap­ 
plause, cheer after cheer swept up 
from the banks of the Hudson and the 
lower bay—for the Dayton aviator had 
‘ made good.” crowning the aviation 
program of the Hudeon-Fulton cele­ 
bration with a record. 
Almost indistinguishable against the 
gray banked clouds, the machine soar­ 
ed past old Castle Williams and soon 
entered the canon made by the giant 
skyscrapers of Manhattan Island and 
the Jersey hills. 
At this point the 
aeroplane was flying at a height of 
nearly 200 feet, but unexpected air cur­ 
rents caused by the great buildings 
moved the aviator to bring his craft 
closer to the water. Tilting the elevat­ 
ing rudder, he slowly brought the ma­ 
chine down. sloping gradually until he 
was but a bare hundred feet above the 
tooting ferryboats and the busy river 
traffic. 
His motor was churning as 
regularly as a clock and. settling him­ 
self In his seat, he sped onward np 
the river. 
Over the warships of four great pow­ 
ers he passed, his progress marked by 
cheers from the sailors of his own 
country and those of Great Britain, 
Germany France and Italy. The blue­ 
jackets lined the rails of their ships 
and r'tzed in wonderment at the little 
crnfi above them, perhaps thinking 
vaguely that some day it might ren­ 
der their own monster fighting ma 
chines obsolete. 
Returned at H igh Speed. 
When the air vessel reached the 
British 
cruiser Argyll, anchored an 
eighth of a mile above Grant's tomb, 
Wright brought his direction rudders 
into play, and descending an easy and 
graceful curve, started on his return 
Journey down the river. The wind con­ 
ditions which had bothered him on the 
journey up were now more favorable, 
and it was here that the speed possi­ 
bilities of the machine were demon­ 
strated. 
While the ten mile* up the 
stream occupied nearly twenty min­ 
utes. the return flight was made In 
little more than thirteen minutes, or 
at a rate approximately of forty-two 
rn I lf* an hour. 
Among the first to extend his con­ 
gratulations was Major General Leon­ 
ard Wood. U. S. A, commanding the 
department of the east. who had been 
an interested spectator. 
Other army 
officers also warmly shook the aviator 
by the hand, exclaiming: “It was a 
splendid performance; I congratulate 
you.” 
American and foreign naval officers 
gathered here who witnessed Wilbur 
W right’s flight up the Hudson, while 
impressed with the manner in which 
the aviator controlled his craft, are 
nevertheless of the opinion that the 
machine would be an easy target for 
shrapnel fired from the big guns. This 
was the view taken by Commander 
Sims, of the Minnesota, who pointed 
out that an aviator out of gun range 
w’ould be equally out of position to 
drop a projectile on a battleship.

AGRICULTURE* IN ALASKA. 


Remarkable Possibilities of the Far 
Northwest Possession. 
The area of Alaska la so great that 
the United Statee government main­ 
tains five agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions in the territory, so situated that 
crops may be teated under all the cli­ 
matic conditions. 
Sitka, on the atrip 
of coast projecting southeast, baa a 
fairly mild climate, while the station 
ut Rampart la cloes to the arctic cir­ 
cle. C. O. Georgeeon, special agent in 
charge of all the stations, in his an­ 
nual report for 1906, recently lamed by 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture, declares 
unqualifiedly that 
Alaska is an agricultural country,** 
that good hay can be produced “in any 
quantity” for winter feeding, while the 
native grasses “can maintain live stock 
in excellent condition in summer.** He 
says also that “potatoes, cabbage, caul­ 
iflower, rhubarb, turnips, lettuce and. 
In short, all the hardy vegetables can 
be grown to perfection up to and even 
within the arctic circle, aa has been 
proved by thousands of settlers.’’ But 
before Alaska can be largely settled 
railroads and wagon roads must be 
built 
Under present conditions, he 
says, “few farmers can afford to go to 
Alaska with their families, live stock 
aud equipment.” The expense of trans­ 
portation “would equal the cost of a 
farm in the states.’* 
Abundant sunshine is essential for 
good crops In Alaska. In 1906 the rain­ 
fall during the growing season at 
Sitka was 10.22 Inches against 24.70 
Inches the year before and 18.91 inches 
In 1900. 
The smaller rainfall meant 
more sunshine, and the result In 1906 
was large crops of potatoes, cabbage, 
cauliflower and various root crops. 
The quality also was better. 
Mr. Georgeson believes that Alaska 
has undeveloped resource* sufficient 
for the support of a large population. 
But there, as he says, “Nature is stern 
and uncompromising, and we must sub 
alit to the conditions she imposes.” 
Among many interesting facta given 
In the report is this: 'W atermelons 
were brought to maturity out of doors 
on the Hot Springs farm, which Is In 
the Tanana valley, In latitude 64 de 
green north. 
It seems that on part of 
this farm the soli is warmed from the 
same source, whatever It Is, that beets 
the water of the springs. 
This farm 
has now 150 acres regularly under 
crop, the greater portion devoted to po­ 
tatoes. 


Tbs Pest That Kills Plums. 
The quickest and most economical 
method of fighting the curcullo where 
there are only a few trees la to place 
a sheet under each tree early In the 
morning as soon as the insects appear 
and Jar the trunks. 
When they fall 
gather and burn. This should be done 
twice a week for two or three weeks, 
when most, if not all of them, can be 
caught before the fruit Is injured. The 
plum. the damson and the apricot are 
the fruits most injured. Slugs that at­ 
tack the pear and other trees may be 
killed by dusting the leaves when 
damp with fresh air slaked lime. 
Ap 
pie trees should be sprayed early to 
the spring when buds commence to 
form, after the blossoms fall. when 
fruit is one-third grown and when half 
grow. 
The bordeaux and paris green 
solution la the beat remedy. 
These 
solutions may be had already prepared 
a t the agricultural stores.
